Article  3.  Do  you  approve  of  having  two  sessions  for  the 
annual  town  meeting  in  this  town,  the  first  session  for  choice  of 
town  officers  elected  by  an  official  ballot  and  other  action  required 
to  be  inserted  on  said  official  ballot  and  the  second  session,  on  a 
date  set  by  the  Selectmen,  for  transaction  of  other  business?  (This 
question  will  appear  on  the  official  town  ballot.) 

Article  4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
to  make  annroDriation  of  the  same.

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $6,000.00  for  the  care  and/or  improvement  of  the  Town 
dump,  $3,000.00  of  the  sum  so  appropriated  to  be  set-off  by  a  with- 
drawal in  that  amount  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972 
with  the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation.

To  see  if  the  Town  v/ill  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Highway  Equipment 
Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  v/ill  vcte  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Lakes  Region  Mental  Health  Center, 
Inc. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  v/ill  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  Conservation  Committee. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  be  applied  toward  the  preparation  of  a 
town  tax  map. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  with- 
drawal from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a 
set-off  against  the  following  debt  service  incurred  for  "priority  ex- 
penditures" since  January  1,  1972:

Artcile  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  use  by  the  Town  Bicentennial  Committee. 

Artcile  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  limit  tenure  of  of- 
fice to  Board  of  Selectmen  without  a  break  to  three,  three  year 
terms.       (Inserted  by  petition.) 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  wlil  vote  to  have  all  properties 
within  the  Town  reassessed  and  to  vote  necessary  funding  to  take 
care  of  same.       (Inserted  by  petition.) 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  finance 
beard  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  of  three  members,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one 
to  be  elected  each  year  on  town  ballot  for  three-year  term.  (Inserted 
by  petition.) 


Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  all  expendi- 
tures over  $100.00  to  go  to  bid  on  proper  bid  forms  except  regular 
known  operating  expenses.      (Inserted  by  petition.) 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Rumney 
Mobile  Home  Park  Ordinance  of  March  10,  1970,  by  amending  Para- 
graph C,  subparagraph  3,  to  read  as  follows: 

"A  mobile  home  lot  shall  be  completely  developed  before  occu- 
pancy is  permitted.  The  minimum  size  of  any  lot  shall  be 
40,000  square  feet,  and  all  lots  shall  be  at  least  100  feet  in 
width  at  any  point.  Any  mobile  home,  or  enclosed  accessory 
structure  attached  thereto,  shall  be  installed  so  that  there  is  at 
least  40  feet  between  said  home  or  structure  to  another  adja- 
cent mobile  home  or  structure.  No  mobile  home  or  structure 
shall  be  located  closer  than  20  feet  to  any  lot  line  boundary,  or 
clcser  than  25  feet  to  a  paved  street,  access  road,  or  service 
building  within  the  mobile  home  park." 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town 
By-law  relative  to  dogs  running  at  large  which  was  adopted  at  the 
1973  town  meeting  by  increasing  the  penalty  for  violation  of  said 
by-law  from  $10.00  to  $25.00. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer,  lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  or  mineral  rights  acquired  by  the  Town 
by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrov/  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pay  the 
obligations  cf  the  Town. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  contract  for,  accept  and  expend  on  behalf  of 
the  Town  such  aid  as  the  Tov/n  may  now  be  entitled  to  receive  or 
hereafter  become  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Federal  Disaster  As- 
sistance Administration. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rumney  will  vote  to  become 
a  member  of  the  North  Country  Council,  organized  in  July,  1973. 
The  Council  has  been  designated  by  the  State  Office  of  Compre- 
hensive Planning  to  be  the  official  planning  commission  for  New 
Hampshire  Planning  Region  One.  The  objectives  of  the  Council 
are  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  region,  work  for  con- 
sensus on  major  problems  of  regional  concern,  encourage  and  assist 
in  cooperative  projects  to  solve  problems  involving  more  than  one 
town,  and  help   member  communities  in  their  planning  programs. 


The  Council's  authority  is  conferred  by  RSA  Chapter  36:  45-53.  It  is 
advisory  to  local  governments  in  the  region.  Member  representa- 
tives of  the  Council  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as 
prcvided  by  State  Law.  Two  representatives  will  be  appointed 
from  this  Town. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Four  Dollars  ($704.00)  as  its  share 
of  the  expense  of  the  North  Country  Council. 

Article  30.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  com- 
mittees heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto  and 
to  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  ccme  before  said 
meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  TAX  MAP  COMMITTEE 


Article  21  in  the  Town  Warrant  of  1973  was  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  the  sum  of  $500.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  for  the 
preparation  of  a  town  tax  map. 

Accordingly,  the  Selectmen  appointed  the  following  committee 
to  start  working  on  this  project: 

Arthur  Merrill  -  El  win  Macomber  -  Lawrence  Cushman 
Robert  Gregoire  -  Glenn  MacDonald  -  Allen  Grass  -  Fred  Ernst 

To  date  we  have  reviewed  various  professional  proposals  from 
surveyors  and  engineering  firms  which  have  carried  price  tags  from 
$15,000  to  $25,000.  We  feel  this  kind  of  an  expenditure  of  funds 
is  both  unreasonable  and  unnecessary.  Therefore,  we  have  deter- 
mined to  do  the  job  ourselves.  We  feel  able  to  do  this  because  all 
the  members  of  the  committee  are  well  qualified  in  these  matters, 
either  by  training  or  profession  or  both. 

We  are  currentlj^  working  on  a  base  map  of  the  town  showing 
town  boundaries,  roads,  streams,  ponds,  etc.  Superimposed  on  this 
map,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Glenn  MacDonald,  we  have  the  Forest 
Service  boundaries  accurately  located.  Our  next  step  will  be  to 
obtain  scale  accurate  enlargements  of  this  data  at  a  scale  of  1" 
equals  400'.  This  we  can  do  for  an  estimated  cost  of  $25.00  to 
$50.00.  Once  we  have  these  maps,  we  can  fill  in  individual  property 
lines  on  them. 

We  have  spent  absolutely  no  money  to  date  but  anticipate  that 
we  will  need  approximately  $500.00  next  year  for  the  purchase  of 
aerial  photos,  scale  accurate  enlargements,  drafting  services,  paper, 
and  other  supplies. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  project  will  take  at  least  three  years 
and  may  take  until  1980  when  the  town  is  required  by  law  to  have 
such  a  map.

The  commission  in  the  past  year  has  pursued  the  investigation 
of  the  solid  waste  situation.  A  full  report  was  made  in  the  Plymouth 
Record  of  January  30,  1974.  In  short  the  Banel  property  -  site  of 
the  present  dump  -  has  been  inspected  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Ser- 
vice and  Mr.  Tom  Sweeney,  director  of  solid  waste  disposal  in  the 
State,  and  has  been  found  acceptable  to  the  depth  of  test-pitting. 
Deep  borings  will  be  made  in  the  Spring  to  determine  either  depth 
to  the  water  table  or  ledge  whichever  occurs  first.  Avenues  have 
been  kept  open  with  other  communities  for  planning  on  a  regional 
basis  if  this  proves  to  be  best. 

The  commission  has  divided  the  town  into  5  districts  with  each 
member  of  the  commission  being  responsible  for  a  district. 

Some  water-testing  of  the  Baker  River  has  occurred  and  will  be 
resumed  in  the  Spring  in  an  attempt  to  watch  this  very  valuable  re- 
source of  the  town. 

The  commission  will  conduct  an  agricultural  survey  of  the 
valley  in  the  coming  year. 

Several  meetings  were  attended  en  behalf  of  the  town  on  zoning, 
tax-mapping,  Stinson  Lake  development,  solid  waste  and  open  space 
planning.

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REPORT  of  the  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  and  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every 
town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire  warden. 
Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the 
fire  warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  be- 
tween 9:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  indus-, 
trial  burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work 
by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part 
of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with 
72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children. 
Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs 
much  help  from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of 
the  hazards  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that 
a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  present  to  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
citizens  of  Rumney,  New  Hampshire,  my  first  annual  report  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  Public  School  Supervisory  Union  #48. 

The  1973  -  1974  academic  year  has  been  personally  stimulating 
and  professionally  rewarding. 

The  school  year  commenced  with  Mrs.  Ruth  Tilson  assigned  to 
Grade  1,  Mrs.  Doris  LeVoy  to  Grade  II,  Mrs.  Carlene  Fish  to  Grade 
III,  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Wendell  to  Grade  IV.  The  middle  school 
team  consisted  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Balden,  Mr.  Francis  Doneski,  Miss 
Maureen  Turner,  and  Mr.  James  Day  who  also  serves  as  supervising 
principal  of  the  Russell  Elementary  School. 

Mr.  Balden,  the  only  full-time  addition  to  this  year's  faculty,  is 
a  1970  graduate  of  Bloomfield  College,  His  previous  experience 
includes  two  years  as  a  reading  teacher.  The  administration  wel- 
comes his  competence  and  earnest  enthusiasm. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Ashbaugh,  a  Resource  Teacher,  is  responsible 
for  working  with  teachers  and  identifying  pupils  whose  progress  in 
school  has  been  limited.  Individualized  programs  are  designed 
which  analyze  deficiencies.  Prescriptions  are  then  developed  and  im- 
plemented to  eliminate  these  deterrents  to  learning.  This  program 
is  partially  funded  by  the  federal  government  through  Title  I 
thereby  reducing  local  school  taxation. 

The  future  progress  of  the  Russell  Elementary  School  is  directly 
dependent  on  the  positive  support  from  the  voters.  Present  efforts 
focus  on  expanding  curricular  to  include  more  emphasis  in  music 
and  in  art.  Teachers  are  devoting  extensive  planning  preparation 
to  the  implementation  of   individualized  programs  of  instructio. 

The  students  of  Rumney  are  entering  a  new  era  of  education. 
It  is  an  era  v/hen  we  are  baginning  to  see  increased  attention  direct- 
ed to  the  attitudes  and  feeling  of  children.  We  are  stressing  that 
students  are  human  beings,  not  just  absorbers  of  facts  and  prin- 
ciples. Appreciation  of  values  and  the  development  of  a  good  self- 
concept  are  also  receiving  greater  emphasis. 

I  believe  that  educators  are  in  an  exciting  field  of  endeavor.  I 
can't  comprehend  a  more  satisfying  career  where  we  have  the  poten- 
tial for  growth,  excitement  and  no  dearth  of  worthwhile  problems 
to  challenge  us.

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EXPLANATION   OF   SUPERINTENDENT'S   AND 

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1972-1973 

Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  re- 
port show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
as  per  the  following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of 
a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount 
paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of 
same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  school  board  of  each  school 
district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  re- 
spective school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry 
shall  be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant, 
and  business  administrators,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among 
the  several  schocl  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily 
membership  in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June 
30th.  The  salary  of  $16,500  which  was  received  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  of  Supervisory  Union  #48  during  1972-1973  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  $14,000  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising 
the  Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $400  travel  within  the  Union 
was  also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1972-1973 
was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,190  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  $12,510  was  prorated  as  stated  above.  Allowance  for 
$1,500  travel  within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

School  nursing  exhibits  constant  changing  priorities  in  the 
general  health  and  health  education  of  each  student. 

Pre-school  registration  is  held  in  May  with  parents  and  young- 
sters. The  medical  history  is  reviewed  at  this  time  and  each  parent 
receives  the  necessary  health  information  for  school  entrance  in 
September  . 

Grades  1-8  have  routine  vision  and  audiological  tests  with  medi- 
cal follow-up  appointments  when  necessary.  Heights  and  weights, 
an  important  part  of  growth  and  development  is  done  annually  for 
each  student. 

TB  testing  on  all  school  personnel  including  cooks,  custodians 
and  bus  drivers  is  done  each  year  through  the  efforts  of  N.  H.  Dept. 
of  Public  Health  and  the  school  nurse. 

Health  community  resources,  specialized  clinics,  our  local  hos- 
pital and  physicians  are  strong  supporting  factors  in  assisting  with 
my  work. 

Student  health  conferences,  consistent  health  teaching,  home 
visits  and  assisting  parents  are  a  major  role  in  school  nursing. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  school  staff,  parents  and  students  for 
their  continued  support  to  me.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  PRINCIPAL 
RUSSELL  SCHOOL 


We  at  the  Russell  School  believe  we  have  experienced  a  very 
successful  school  year  thus  far  despite  the  problems  associated  with 
the  energy  shortage.  Much  of  this  success  can  be  attributed  to  the 
cooperation  we  have  had  from  the  community  as  we  attempted  to 
deal  with  the  problems  that  the  energy  shortage  caused. 

A  number  of  new  educational  programs  have  been  implemented 
or  expanded  since  September.  The  new  Ginn  360  individualized 
reading  program  has  been  introduced  to  Grades  1  thru  8.  The  ma- 
terials available  to  children  through  this  program  are  extremely 
interesting  and  appealing  to  them.  This  program  has  allowed  each 
child  to  progress  at  his  or  her  own  rate.  The  rate  of  this  progres- 
sion each  child  is  experiencing  is  encouraging. 

The  Borg-Warner  progi'am  (programmed  instruction)  has  also 
been  initiated.  Although  highly  successful  in  the  lower  grades, 
more  programs  and  machines  are  needed  in  order  to  expand  its  use 
and  effectiveness. 

The  ESS  science  program  entered  its  second  year  of  use  this 
Fall.  This  approach  enables  youngsters  to  actually  experiment 
with  science  rather  than  to  simply  read  about  it.  This  program 
has  proven  to  be    very  successful.     Mrs.  Fish  is  our  coordinator. 

Because  of  last  year's  addition  to  the  building,  careful  planning 
and  the  cooperation  of  so  many  people,  a  better  utilization  of  the 
school  plant  has  been  achieved.  In  addition  to  having  one  class- 
room per  grade,  we  also  now  have  the  following:  a  library  of  suffi- 
cient size,  a  nurse's  office,  a  principal's  office,  a  multi-purpose  room, 
sufficient  storage  space,  a  teachers'  work  room,  and  a  Resource 
Room. 

The  resource  area  was  created  as  a  result  of  our  decision  to  have 
hot  lunch  served  in  the  classrooms  instead  of  in  the  cafeteria.  We 
would  all  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Lyon  for  her  cooperation.  Her  skillful 
planning  and  positive  suggestions  led  to  the  success  of  our  new 
lunch  program  and  allowed  us  to  further  develop  v/hat  used  to  be 
the  cafeteria.  This  area  has  now  become  the  Resource  Room. 
This  area  now  houses  our  library,  program  materials,  audio-visual 
materials,  and  learning  kits.  Many  of  the  materials  requested  for 
next  year  will  be  used  and  stored  in  this  resource  area. 
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Individualized  instruction  has  come  to  the  Russell  School  and 
will  be  expanded  in  the  near  future.  A  variety  of  materials  must 
be  available  to  children  to  support  these  programs.  Our  requests 
for  next  year  reflect  our  need  for  mere  materials.  We  urge  both 
your  support  of  and  participation  in  these  programs. 

The  staff  of  the  Russell  School  supports  the  establishment  of 
a  kindergarten  and  applauds  the  efforts  so  many  have  made  to  date. 
Hov/ever,  a  new  kindergarten  program  must  be  reasonably  funded. 
An  attempt  to  reduce  the  amount  of  the  request  for  a  kindergarten 
could  not  be  sustained  if  a  meaningful  educational  program  is  to 
be  developed  for  our  five-year  olds. 

We  are  also  requesting  an  appropriation  for  music  and  art 
next  year.  We  have  a  real  need  in  these  areas  and  urge  your  sup- 
port. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  for  the  help  you  have 
given  us  since  last  year's  report.  We  especially  want  to  thank 
those  that  have  helped  us  to  take  field  trips  and  those  who  have 
helped  us  in  other  transportation  areas.  We  also  thank  all  of  you 
who  have  given  time  regularly  within  the  school  to  help  us  do  more 
for  Rumney's  young  people.
